TWO ^ 
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Published Poetry 

In glancing through the exchanges 
we notice that the Poetry Society of one 
of the >;v.crican colleges issues yearly a 
"Book of Undergaduate Vcr.se" and we can- 
not help heing taken with the idea. There 
has always been a tendency at McGill for 
the opportunities of publication to fall to 
a comparative few who possess what might 
bo called liteniry "go-gettiveness". a trait 
of character which we would not judge to 
among a poet's attributes. Such a year 
bppjj of poetry would probably find itself 
publishing the work of many writers of 
great talent who are -studying at this Uni- 
versity, but whose works have never j'et 
been seen by the public. 

Of course the select circle may say 
that such a project would be as futile as 
the efforts of the authors' associations and 

. .similar bodies, which they revile so much, 
in stimulatting literature. It would be a 
chance for everything, good, bad or indif- 
ferent to get into print whereas, they would 
hold, only the he.st should see the light. 

But we have our own opinion here, 
and it is that anyone can write compara- 
tively good poetry as well as a compara- 
tively good poet. And ^ no university 

•poet has ever been anj'thing more than 
comp.'iratively good, therefore it would 

■seem that any undergraduate can write 
poetry as well as any otlier. This is pos-i 

fsibly an extreme statement of the case, but 

;it is at any rate true to a certain e.xtent. 

I And in addition, among those included in 
the term "anyone" in the enunciation 
given above, there may be found to be 

;many who are far better than the men 
.'imong us of whom we now speak of as 
our poets. This view has been acted up- 

] on by one of our columnists, who is mak- 
ing a .spcciitlty of dragging lights from 
under bushels, and who intends in the near 

! future to favor us with selections from 
the pen of fin ex-football captain, the last 
person some people would suspect of being 

' able to string rhymes together. 

So we think that if anyone had the 
initiative to start such a scheme, that a 

: "McGill Yearbook of Undergraduate 
Verse" would be a commendable project. 
The English Literature Society here prob- 
ably corresponds to the University Poetry 
Society we speak of more closely than any 
other of our .societies; but unfortunately 

! the Yearbook would probably be anything 

. but a paying proposition at first, and the 
financial oi'ganisation of the English Lit- 
erature Society is not very extensive. As 
.soon as the lack of funds is mentioned, wc 
think immediately of the Arts Undergrad- 
uate Society, so manfully striving to dis- 
burse its annual income. > Where the Mc- 

•^,Gilliad and the Hockey Informal failed to 

. lose money, the Yearbook might succeed. 
Then again it might rjë" made more of an 
•Jl-university affair bj' its being spon- 
sored by the Students'Council. To at least 

f one of these bodies we recommend the pro- 

^ject. Not only could selections never yet 
published be included in 'the volume, but 
the best of those that appear in the Daily, 

•^the McGilliad and in any other publications 

' could be collected once* a year. 

It might be well to point out that in 
spite of our argument that any student 

' can write poetry, we would have the book 
named not as one of "poetry", but merc- 

';,ly of "verse."

Tho Decline «f Sinclair Lewis 

This !s I'cally a nolo on the dcclini; at Sin- 
clair Lewis, but as Jt would be a waste of tlm* 
to expatiate upon tho Tn.atlcr, I will Icavo this 
outstanding member of our Nobéilty to hl« own 
devices and fill up a lot of .space by putllne tiK 
Chinese poets through tlte Wlncîi. 

The Chinese poels presupposed that thftir 
readers possescd what is laughingly called in- 
telligence, and this Occldontally got ' them into a 
lot ot hot water, because their poetry Is a little- 
deep for us Nordics and nocordlnsly Is very easy 
to make fun' of. If Edgar Ouest and some' of our 
other younf poets wrote th« same kind of stuff 
as the Chinese, people would laugh at It too, and 
probably say that ihcy couldn't write poetry at 
all. That Is why Edgar Quest and T. 8. Eliot 
carefully restrain themselves from wrltlnc any- 
thins that is too deep. 

Modern poetry ortstnated in Citina as the 
hokku, tanks, and atop-ahort, 7162 years nnd • 
months^ogo, or thereabouts. The whole thins was 
of cÔurai»*a steal from Humbert Wolfe. But modem 
critics are not allowing tha Chinese to set away 
with anything as raw as that. 

The Chlnciio poet would carefully abstract, boil 
down, and purify his emotions, and then set them 
down with considerable rhythm in about four lines 
of approximataty tlx. or seven syllables each, as 
contrasted with the 43T lines ranging anywhere 
from one to 22S scraggy syllables of the modems. 
It was then up to tho reader to figure out what 
the original solution tasted like by remixing and 
adding tho inoldentala. If the reader didn't have 
tho mental capacity, he didn't have to read the 
poem. At that, the p^try ia a lot easier on tho 
ears than some other wa know. But is wasn't 
meant to be read on tho subway with four women 
weighing ,a total of T56 pounds surging across 
your woskil, and a man with a barro of sauer- 
graut leaning on the back ot your neck. 

tA Fo is tha mcct'famous of the lot. At ten ho 
wroto good poetry. He was an expert swordsman. 
Tho Six Idlers' of the Bamboo Brock could out- 
drlnic any twelve men in Cathaj-. IIo camo to 
court and for aome years lived tho life ot Mayor 
Walker. One dsy he got In bad with the favourlio 
eunuch who squealed to the favourite courtesan 
who rolled her eyes at h«r emperor sugar-dad and 
Jerked her thumb in 1,1 Fo's general direction. Li 
Fo picked himself up from the gutter and collect- 
ed seven friends and formed a little under-table 
(-•irclo known as the Eight Jlortals of tho Wine 
Cup. Ono night he straightened his gullet onco too 
often and leaned out of a canoe to kiss ttio moon 
that was lying peacefully at tho bottom ot a 
lake. Ho gave a few final hiccoughs and blew somo 
bubbles, and then went into • long long necking 
party ivlth tha cea-wced. 

H« wrote a poem called The Sorrowing Ono 
of the Jado Staircase. It runs as follows; 

The Jade stalrcasa is Jewelled with i^ca.yy whiio 
dew. 

Should the xAgpt be prolonged it would Avet 
her silken slippers. 

Within' aha, lowers the crystal curtain. 

To gase at' I tho clear Autumn moon shining 
i.hrough. 
That's all.

as a rule, and able to give only a fraction of their 
time to play /producing. Cinderella, by tiie way, 
was done ivIth only twenty-four hours of rehearsal, 
throughout four weeks. 

If Mr. Rand had any real experience back- 
stage, (which very few theatrical critics have) he 
might have given honour whoro honour was due 
— to the stage hands and assistants, who put over 
a seven oA play in ono hour and forty-five minutes! 
By the waj', no critic In any paper in the city 
seems to have noticed this outstanding pleco ot

(d) Tho making of a eh.irt shotting 
the llmo of temperature, fe) The 
conduct of the dark room and necess- 
nry details of the ruby light.
